Usually it requires from three to five 
printings, and, in case of multi-colors, 


made and tested to a standard. 

From the presses the bills are 
taken to a cool air drying room, the 
temperature and humidity of which 
are regulated by a thermostat, Forty- 
eight hours later they are passed 
through troughs of glue in the oper- 
ation Called sizing. This gives the 
nice, glossy finish and keeps the 
signature ink from spreading. Next 
they go into hydraulic presses, 
smoothing out the wavy surface of 
the paper and closing up the pores. 
Next, the bills go through number- 
ing machines, and thence into the 
storage vault, which “contains many 
millions of dollars, Nothing can be 
seen but money, money, money, piled 
high up to the ceiling.”

United States Not Letting Germany 
Have Helium Gas 

A sudden change of mind of the 
American government has brought 
about a new situation on the ques« 
tion of helium and its export. Until 
recently we understood that author- 
ization had been given by Congress 
for the delivery to the German Zep- 
pelin Company, of which Herman 
Wilhelm Goering, air minister and 
Nazi No, 2, is a member, of 17,900,- 
000 cubic feet of helium for use in 
the new dirigible constructed by Ger- 
many to replace the ill-fated Hinden- 
burg which ‘txploded with heavy loss 
of life at Lakehurst. Newest dis- 
patches from Washintgon reveal that 
Secretary Ickes has blocked the ship- 
ment, despite the fact that tank ships 
from Germany are docked on the 
Texas coast in the Gulf of Mexico to 
take away the expected supply. 

So far; the only known supply of 
helium, a non-inflammable gas, with- 
out which dirigible construction and 
fiying are foolhardy, is to be found 
only in the United States, which thus 
controls the safe lighter-than-air fly- 
Il the nations on earth. In 
a spirit of international generosity, 
the United States has expressed will- 
ingness to share its helium supply so 
as to further the commercial and tn- 
dustrial enterprises of other nations, 
Germany particularly” The latest 
development is interpreted in Wash- 
ington as arising from the govern- 


ment’'s failure to receive a

purposes but will be devoted only to 
commercial and industrial and medi- 
cal uses.

All Business Transactions — 

Modern farming is a business and 
to be successful should be conducted 
in a business-like manner.

It involves the production and 
sale of commodities as well as the 
use of capital and the purchase’ of 
supplies and labour the same ag most 
other kinds of business.

ability. Many farmers ‘realize that 
some change or adjustment ir their 
combination of enterprises or 
methods of management might in- 
crease their farm income.
